Bill No. 21 or 1988 

A BUI to provide for the withdrawal of certain sums from and out of the 
Consolidated Fund of India for the services of a part of the financial 
year 1988-89. I 

Be It enacted by Parliament In the Thirty-ninth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows;— 

1. This Act may be called the Appropriation (Vote on Account) Act, 
1988. j 

2. From and out of the Consolidated P\ind of India there may be 
withdrawn sums not exceeding those specified in column 3 of the Sche¬ 
dule amounting in the aggregate to the sum of forty thousand four 
hundred and fifty-six crores and fifty lakhs rupees towards defraying the 
several charges which will come in course of payment during the 
financial year 1988-89. 
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3. The sums authorised to be withdrawn from and out of the Consoli¬ 
dated Fund by this Act shall be appropriated for the services and pur¬ 
poses expressed in the Schedule in relation to the said year. 

4. References to Ministries or Departments in the Schedule are to 
such Ministries or Departments as existing immediately before the 10th 
February, 1988 and shall on or after that date be construed as references 
to the appropriate Ministries or Departments as reconstituted from time 
to time.

2. The Bill will be introduced In Lok Sabha immediately after the 
Demands for Grants ‘on account’ for expenditure of the Central Govern¬ 
ment (excluding Railways) for the year 1988-89 have been voted.
